of the Declaration of Independence, think of the Adams of Massachusetts, 
the Lees of Virginia, the Rutledges of South Carolina. 


For Edward Rutledge, voungest of all the signers, with Adams and Lee, wrote 
that immortal preamble.

Both were Governors of South Carolina. The elder became Chief Justice of the

Edward went to 
St. Augustine a British prisoner-of-war, while his brother won fame at Fort Moultrie. 
General Lee, commanding the Continentals, called the famous palmetto log fort < 
“slaughter pen.” But Rutledge wrote to his South Carolina troops 


*“General Lee wishes you to evacuate the fort. You 
will not do so without an order from me. I would 
sooner cut off my hand than write one.”’
